Dr.  Kathryn  A.  McCarthy 

Class  of  1976  Urged 
To  "Tune  In" 

Dr.  Kathryn  A.  McCarthy,  senior 
Vice  President  and  Provost  of  Tufts 
University,  advised  the  223  gradu- 
ates at  Lasell's  121st  Commence- 
ment to  "tune  in  rather  than  drop 
out." 

Referring  to  the  1960's  musical 
"Stop  the  World,  I  Want  to  Get  Off," 
and  the  attitudes  that  were  preva- 
lent at  that  time,  Dr.  McCarthy 
noted  that  "today's  women  want  to 
get  back  on,  and  are  now  working 
toward  assuming  new  roles  and 
should  not  be  plagued  by  the  fear 
of  success." 

In  asking  the  graduates  to  exam- 
ine the  pattern  that  will  evolve  for 
their  whole  lives,  she  suggested 
seeking  three  characteristics  in  the 
role-model.  "Proper  and  thoughtful 
preparation  in  your  chosen  field,  a 
sense  of  relatedness  of  that  field  to 
other  fields  and  the  impact  of  that 
field  upon  your  life." 

She  urged  the  young  women  to 
work  with  other  people  "with  com- 
passion, with  responsibility  and  with 
love  for  others."  Dr.  McCarthy  stat- 
ed that,  seeking  such  a  course  for 
life  will  answer  the  question,  "Do 
you  know  where  you  are  going  to? 
Do  you  know?" 

A  world  renowned  physicist  and 
woman  educator,  Dr.  McCarthy  is  a 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  graduate  of  Tufts 
University  and  received  her  doctor- 
ate from  Radcliffe  College.
